Emmattaburg is in n white heat of ex-
citement over a litigntion that has been
commenced in che arenit court, involy-
ing the title to the land upon whieh the
cast half of the city is situated, which in-
cludes the northwest quarter of section
40, township 96, range 32,

It seoms that about the yoar 1868 one
Thomas Maher, who was then the owner
of the landa in dispute, disposed, or at-
tempted to disposs, of them to & party io
the east, but never executed a deed.
The property has since been tranaferrea
soveral times, until, iu 1883, it was in.
corporated with other property into the
original plst of Emmotsburg, and now
comprises tho most beautiful and desir-
uble portion of the city, On this ground
are situnted the court house, which was
completed two years ago at a ocost o
$25,000; also the Waverly hotel and
Seottish-American bankiog oflices, Orma-
by & Co.'s block and opera house, und
somo of the finest residences in the city,
The matter has rested for over twonty-
five yonrs without any knowledgo of the
defect in tho title, until  party by the
name of Thos, F. Taylor ran across the
defect while looking over the recordsa
fow wocks ago. Wlhen Taylor became
convinced of the abovo facta he sent for
Maher and entered into a negotiation by
which, in cousideration of $200 paid
down and a royalty of 40 per ccnt of the
profits of the transaction, Maher
agreed to give Taylor a quit claim deed
to the] property,  Before the bargain
was consummated, however, the matter
came to tho ears of some of the largest
property owners on the disputed tract,
who at onca procured an injunction from
the circuit judge to restrain the execu-
tion and delivery of the deed.
